Mr.  Chairman p  Madam  &  Gentlemen p 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the 
year  1957. 

The  vital  statistics  shoxv  that  Shoreham  is  a 
vigor ou.Sp  e:}rpanding  town  with  a  high  proportion  of 
people  in  the  younger  age  groups.  The  birth  rate  is 
higher  than  the  national  average  and  the  death  rate 
is  lower.  The  population  of  the  town  continues  to 
grow  steadily.  This  year’s  increase  of  was  greater 
than  the  average  of  300  over  the  last  ten  years. 

To  my  mindp  the  most  remarkable  thing  about  the 
vital  statistics  is  the  fact  that  there  were  no  deaths 
of  children  under  one  year  of  age  out  of  no  less  than 
267  births.  This  iSp  no  doubt p  largely  th^  result  of 
good  antenatal  and  child  care,  but  this  is  not  the 
complete  answer  as  there  are  still  causes  of  infant 
deaths p  notably  prematurity  and  congenital  defects p 
the  causou  of  which  are  still  imperfectly  understood. 

We  can  understand  and  congratulate  ourselves  on  the 
absence  of  the  preventable  deatlis  but  i  feel  that  the 
absence  of  the  others  is  a  fortuitous  happening  v/hich 
iSp  unfortunatelyp  not  likely  to  be  often  repeated, 
until  such  time  as  our  knowledge  of  the  causes  of  con¬ 
genital  abnormalities  and  prematurity  is  greatly 
extended. 

Another  interesting  fact  emerging  from  the  vital 
statistics  is  that  the  causes  of  death  are  getting 
fewer.  During  the  year  77^  of  all  deaths  were  due  to 
cardio-vascular  disease  and  cancer. 
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Tov/ards  the  end  of  1957j  in  common  v/ith  the  rest 
of  the  country,  v/e  had  an  epidemic  of  Asian  Influenza. 
This  epidemic,  which  started  in  S.W.  China  in  February 
1957?  spread  right  across  the  v/orld  in  six  months.  The 
epidemic  received  a  vast  amount  of  publicity  and  con- 
seg.uently  more  alarm  than  the  severity  of  the  epidemic 
would  justify. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Goodbody  and 
his  staff  for  their  loyal  support.

Shoreham  is  situate  on  tlie  south  coast ^  raidv/ay  between 
Brighton  and  Worthing.  Plowing  down  from  Brainber  in  the 
north,  the  River  Adur  bounds  the  town  on  its  v/est  sidei 
v/inding  under  the  Rorfollc  Bridge,  it  then  flows  eastwards 
until  it  again  turns  southwards  at  Kingston.  In  this  v/ay 
the  river  cuts  off  from  Shoreham  town,  the  shingle  beach 
south  of  the  Adur. 

The  town  possesses  a  public  recreation  area,  Buckingham 
Park,  which  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Downs  north  of 
the  to'vTn;  comprising  38  acres,  it  is  used  as  a  public  park 
and  pleasure  ground,  available  for  general  sports  and  re¬ 
creation  purposes.

FOR  TliE  AREA 


Hospitals 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is 
provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can 
arrange  i/hatever  forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their 
patients  in  general  or  special  hospitals,  whether  as  in¬ 
patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital  accommodation  of  a 
private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances  subject 
to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus  provided 
for  -  medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and 
those  requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment, 

nursing 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council 
to  serve  in  the  area*  Lists  showing  names  and  addresses  of 
these  nurses  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Tovm  Halls,  or 
Offices  of  local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health 
Department,  County  Hall,  Chichester. 

Ambulance  Service 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the 
Axabulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls 
for  an  ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in 
attendance  on  the  case,  or  through  the  police  or  public  in 
case  of  accidents  or  other  emergencies. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County 
Hospital,  Eastern  Road,  Brighton  7  carries  out  all  public 
health  worh  for  the  Council,  including  examinations  of  water, 
milk  and  ice-creams,  ear,  nose  and  throat  swabs,  specimens 
of  excreta  and  bacteriological  exaraination  of  food. 
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G-eneral  Modical  and  Dental  Services 

Local  arrangements  for  these  services  are  organized 
through  the  National  Health  Service  Executive  Oouncil  for 
West  Sussexj  175  Broyle  Roadj  Chichester.

108  observations  v/ere  made  in  respect  of  smoke  and  dust 
emissions  and  I7S  visits  were  made  to  investigate  and  advise  on 
such  nuisances. 

In  connection  with  the  nuisance  from  dust  experienced  in  the 
Brighton  Road  locality j  various  firms  were  urged  to  carry  out 
recommendations  made  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in 
1956,  and  the  following  is  some  of  the  action  taken: 


At  one  wharf  the  process  which  was  causing  an  excessive 
amount  of  dust  was  discontinued,  and  unloading  and  grading  of 
a  dirty  type  of  coal  viras  transferred  to  another  wharf  vdiere  the 
handling  of  such  fuel  was  already  being  carried  on.  Although  the 
problem  at  the  latter  wharf  has  nov/  become  greater  it  is  thought 
that  the  necessary  alterations  required  to  abate  the  nuisance  from 
dust  will  be  carried  out  more  efficiently.  Work  involving 
screening  of  plant  on  this  wharf  has  been  partially  carried  out. 

One  firm  handling  road  materials  has  installed  a  pressure 
spraying  apparatus  at  roof  level  which  is  intended  to  prevent  the 
emission  of  dust  from  the  building  into  the  atmosphere.  Observa¬ 
tions  are  still  being  carried  out  to  assess  the  effectiveness  of 
this  plant. 

At  the  premises  of  another  firm  handling  road  materials, 
work  is  in  progress  for  the  installation  of  plant  designed  to 
utilize  a  wetting  agent  to  lay  the  dust,  and  suitable  screens 
are  being  erected  ofc  appropriate  places  on  the  plant.

Inspector  to  various  local  organizations,  and  lectures  to  the 
student  nurses  at  Southlands  Hospital,  on  environmental  health 
and  food  hygiene.  "On  the  spot"  talks  were  also  given  to  food 
handlers  in  elementary  food  hygiene. 

Offensive  Trades 

43  inspections  were  made  of  premises  carrying  on  an  offen¬ 
sive  trade,  and  conditions  v/cre  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Prevention  of  Damase  by  Posts  Act  1949 

The  methods  employed  in  the  destruction  of  rodents  in  the 
district  are  those  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  and  a  part-time  rodent  operator  is  employed. 

The  Council’s  sev/ers  are  treated  systematically  and  the 
refuse  tip  was  treated  13  times  during  the  year,  but  no  major 
irifestation  v/as  found. 

One  major  infestation  of  rats  was  found  in  the  rear  garden 
of  a  restaurant.  This  infestation  was  reduced  considerably  but 
not  completely  due  to  the  overgrown  condition  of  the  garden. 
Action  is  being  taken  to  remedy  this, 

A  free  service  is  given  in  respect  of  private  dv/elling 
houses.

Food 


During  the  year  under  review  all  the  remaining  food 
premises  were  inspected  and  out  of  a  total  of  223  premises 
inspected  since  the  Regulations  came  into  force  in  January 
1956j  at  163  premises  or  73%  of  the  total  it  was  found  that 
there  were  contraventions  of  the  Regulations,  By  the  end  of 
the  year  the  majority  of  the  work  required  for  these  premises  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations  v/as  carried  out,  and  only  approxi¬ 
mately  ^3%  of  the  premises  did  nd:  then  conply  with  the  Regulations 
In  the  latter  cases  the  outstanding  items  were  mostly  of  a 
minor  character. 

There  was  some  apprehension  at  first  on  behalf  of  pro¬ 
prietors  of  small  guest  houses  who  found  that  they  were  liable 
to  inspection  under  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations,  and 
there  was  some  doubt  as  to  whether  private  houses  who  catered 
for  summer  visitors  came  within  the  scope  of  the  Regulations, 
The  Council,  however,  decided  that  all  premises  v;hich  were 
known  to  be  or  were  advertised  as  guest  houses  or  boarding 
houses,  should  be  inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 

In  the  main,  such  apprehension  was  unnecessary  as  the  majority 
of  such  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  to  comply 
v/ith  the  Regulations, 

During  the  year,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  made 
routine  inspections  of  food  vehicles,  stalls  etc,,  and  out  of 
44  vehicles  inspected,  10  contraventions  were  found.  The 
main  contraventions  were  concerning  the  cleanliness  of  the 
internal  surfaces  of  bakers’  vans  and  the  cleanliness  of  the 
baskets  used.  All  necessary  action  was  taken  to  remedy  these 
contraventions, 

S-everal  complaints  v;ere  received  concerning  open  food 
being  sold  and  v/rapped  in  newspaper.  On  investigation  how¬ 
ever,  it  v/as  found  that  the  shop  keepers  concerned  invariably 
used  clean  wrapping  paper  and  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  such 
complaints  were  due  to  an  error  on  the  part  of  an  employee.

Warnings  were  given  to  the  person  concerned  that  further 
contraventions  of  this  kind  might  lead  to  more  drastic  action* 

Inspection  of  Other  Food 

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  con¬ 
cerning  unsound  food,  each  one  of  which  was  investigated 
thoroughly  and  in  all  cases  of  unsound  food  on  food  premises 
the  food  was  surrendered  voluntarily  for  destruction. 

Complaints  concerning  food  containing  foreign  bodies  were 
received  and  the  following  is  a  summary  of  the  action  taken: 

(i)  A  complaint  concerning  milk  sold  in  the  district  was 
investigated  and  it  was  found  that  a  number  of  very  small 
fragments  of  grit  or  dust  were  contained  in  bottles  of  milk 
from  a  dairy  in  an  adjoining  district.  This  matter  was  in¬ 
vestigated  and  it  was  found  that  much  of  the  milk  coming  from 
certain  farms  contained  debris  to  an  excessive  degree.  Whilst 
milk  was  being  filtered  before  pasteurisation,  due  to  the  speed 
at  which  it  was  passed  through  the  filter  cloths,  some  of  the 
dirt  was  carried  through  with  the  milk.  The  dairy  concerned 
carried  out  experiments  which  later  proved  partially  successful 
in  cutting  down  the  quantity  of  debria  contained  in  the  milk. 
Action  was  also  taken  to  notify  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  v/ho  are  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  of 
milk  on  farms. 

(ii)  A  complaint  concerning  a  packet  of  assorted  biscuits  which 
had  an  oily  flavour  was  investigated.  As  there  vms  no  odour 
on  the  wrapping  paper  it  was  considered  that  the  biscuits  were 
contaminated  on  the  manufacturers*  premises.  After  some 
correspondence  with  the  manufacturers  who  carried  out  tests 
and  investigations,  no  definite  conclusion  was  arrived  at  as 

to  the  reason  for  such  contamination. 

(iii) A  complaint  was  received  concerning  uncooked  potato  chips 
purchased  from  a  self-service  store.  The  modern  practice  of 
packaging  peeled  and  uncooked  vegetables  presents  problems  con¬ 
cerning  the  means  and  length  of  storage,  and  the  most  effective 
type  of  wrapping  of  such  food-stuffs.  This  matter  was 
investigated  by  the  Inspector  for  the  district  concerned. 

(iv)  A  complaint  was  received  concerning  a  skinless  pork 

sausage  v/hich  was  alleged  to  contain  a  mouse -dr opping.  Upon 

investigation  this  was  found  to  be  a  small  piece  of  charred  v;ood. 
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(v)  Two  complaints  concerning  unsound  fish  were  received 
regarding  a  fishmonger  in  this  district.  In  the  first  case 
plaice  were  sold  and  on  examination  hy  the  Public  Health  In¬ 
spector  were  found  to  he  unfit  for  huraan  consumption. 

The  second  complaint  originated  from  a  person  passing 
through  the  district  who  had  purchased  smoked  haddock  from 
the  same  retailer.  This  was  alleged  to  he  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  hut  as  it  was  not  possible  to  examine  the  fish 
this  allegation  could  not  he  proved.  In  each  case  the 
Council  warned  the  fishmonger  that  any  future  occurrence  of 
this  kind  might  lead  to  legal  action. 

(vi)  Several  complaints  concerning  bread  baked  in  this 
district  were  investigated  and  were  found  to  he  of  a  minor 
character.  In  each  case  appropriate  advice  vms  given  to 
the  manufacturer. 


Various  foods tiiffs  have  been  examined  during  routine 
inspections  of  food  premises  and  as  a  result  of  requests  by 
shopkeepers  and  v/holesalers,  the  follov/ing  foods  have  been 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption;-
